of secondary importance. 
We won’t 
argue the question, but will try to 
prove that it is the Christian who 
knows the truth even about such 
matters. 
Politicians and 
statesmen 
often 
quote Lincoln’s phrase from his Get­ 
tysburg address, “government of the 
people, by the people, for the people”, 
as a true definition of political gov­ 
ernment. 
Neither the quotation nor 
the definition is true. 
Lincoln really 
said: 
We here highly resolve........ 
that this nation, under God, shall 
have a new birth of freedom; and 
that government of the people, by 
the people, for the people, shall not 
perish 
from 
the 
earth.” 
“That” 


they can preach and teach just what 
they plea.se, even though it be con­ 
trary to the fundamental teaching* 
of their particular denomination and 
of the Bible, contending they are 
“free” from church or Bible dicta­ 
tion,—and at the same time demand­ 
ing recognition by the church. 
Such 
preachers are really deifying them­ 
selves; that is, placing their own 
notions and wisdom above the reveal­ 
ed word of the all-w’ise God, and at 
the same time leading souls astray. 
Thus many people imagine they 
are free, but are not. 
It is the Chris­ 
tian who is free. 
He is not free of 
and in himself, just as little as the 
other people are free, but the Chris­ 
tian has been freed,— by Christ. 
He 
exultantly and gratefully confesses: 
“I believe that Jesus Christ, 
rue 
God, begotten of the Father from 
eternity, and also true man, born of 
the virgin Mary, is my Lord, who has 
redeemed me, a lost and condemned 
creature, purchased and won me from 
all sins, from death and the power of 
the devil,— not with gold or silver, 
but with his holy precious blood and 
with his innocent suffering and death, 
in order that I might be his own, 
live under him in his kingdom, and 
serve him in everlasting righteous­ 
ness, innocence and blessedness, even 
as he is risen from the dead, lives 
and reigns to all eternity.” 
Thus 
the Christian is free “indeed”, for 
“ If the Son shall make you free, 
ye shall be free indeed.” 
It is true, 
he is still tempted to sin as long as 
he lives in the flesh, and even falls 
at times, on account of the force of 
the onslaught and the weakness of 
the flesh. 
But whenever he does fall, 
he will not remain “down”, but will 
rise again, in the power of God, as 
a free man, having the faith which

Later, in lieu of what was received 
from land sales, a direct appropria­ 
tion from the Treasury wasj made. 
It is a perpetual appropriation, being 
increased in 1800.

The greatest “ 50-50” venture yet 
made is that having to do with the 
roads. 
It was initiated in 1915 when 
a modest appropriation of $500,000 
was provided. 
That act didn’t get 
very far, as it required the states 
to put up at least three times as much 
as the Federal Government. 
It was 
buttressed in 1916 by an amendment 
making the Federal appropriation 
$25,000,000. 
The present Congress 
has increased it to $50,000,000 for 
the coming year, $65,000,000 for the 
next and $75,000,000 for the follow­ 
ing year. 
The states are required 
only to duplicate. 
While construc­ 
tion of roads under the act is left to 
the states, supervisory power over it 
is in the hands of the Bureau of Pub­ 
lic Roads in Washington. This means j 
that the improved public roadways 
of the country will be national high-!
